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Alberta’s Finances 


The interim financial report shows 
that during the first half of this fiscal 
year the province lived within its income. 
Five millions received as final payment 
for the northern railways went to reduce 
the provincial debt. Revenue met running 
expenses and covered capital expenditures 
of nearly $1,400,000. 

Savings certificates were cashed dur- 
ing the period to the amount of $323,455, 
leaving $5,751,022 still in the hands of 
purchasers. 

A favoring circumstance was that re- 
lief grants to cities totalled about $200,000 
less than during the corresponding 
months last year, evidence of the substan- 
tial betterment of the employment situa- 
tion. 

Bond interest payments of course were 
continued at the half-rate. Otherwise less 
would have been available for current and 
capital outlay, or borrowing would have 
been necessary. The possibility taken into 
account that full contract rates may 
eventually have to be paid, the showing is 
that the province, like the city, is paying 
as it goes and avoiding the creation of new 
debt. 


Market for Alberta Oil 


The president of the Canadian Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgy drew attention 
at Vancouver to one of the prospectively 
important business results of the plans to 
make Canada the training ground for 
Empire airmen; the benefits of which 
would accrue to Alberta more than to any 
other part of the Dominion. 


Enormous supplies of gasoline will be 
required at the two dozen training centres 
to be established, a clear gain in the do- 
mestic demand of very large proportions. 
Alberta can, Mr. Thorne said, meet this 
demand at least at the western training 
fields, from its Turner Valley wells. That 
would involve a change in the equipment 
of refineries in order to produce the type 
of gasoline suitable for airplanes. 

At present gasoline for aviation pur- 
poses is produced in a British Columbia 
refinery from imported crude oil. Alberta 
firms, it is to be supposed and hoped, 
will be prepared to make the necessary 
plant reconstruction to supply training 
fields from Alberta crude. The opportun- 
ity is thus presented to turn war-time 
needs to account in establishing the oil in- 
dustry of this province on a broader basis. 
A basis that would have permanency, be- 
cause when the war ends aviation is bound 
to play a far larger part than it now plays 
in the travel and transportation business 
of the Dominion. 


Traffic Laws Ignored 


The city commissioners say they are 
informed that “In all the recent (street) 
fatalities there have been violations of 
traffic laws by one party or the other.” 

That is to say, not carelessness only, 
but actual lawlessness, was a contributin 
cause. This is a serious statement, but i 
comes from officials who had taken the 
trouble to inquire as to the circumstances. 
Not only serious in itself, but also as in- 
dicating a more or less widely prevailing 


attitude toward traffic regulations. For 
it cannot be supposed those who have 
been involved in fatal accidents are the 


only parties who have broken the laws. 
Any observant person knows .better. The 
drift has been toward disregard of the 
rules, by a minority—but a 


minority 


circumstances. 
Where 


s0 necessary regulations are 
broken deliberately, the only recourse is to 
enforce them, without fear, favor or ex- 


ception. That is now to be done, it is an 
nounced, as a result of the tragedies. The 
admission of course is that hitherto obed- 
jence has been asumed, even in face of 
known facts. And the inference is that 
enforcement measures would have con- 
tinued lax had not some of the violations 
resulted in people being killed 

The mora! is surely plain. The time to 
enforce traffic laws in this large, grow- 
ing and busy city is all the time. The most 
effective time to enforce them is when 
violations do not result in death or injury. 
The object of the regulations is to prevent 
accidents—not merely to punish those 
who have caused accidents. 

The jay-walker who hasn't yet got run 
down, and the scofflaw driver who hasn't

yet hurt anybody—these are the persons 
who will have to be rounded up if the 
traffic laws are to be restored to authority 
and the streets to a condition of safety. 


Through their controlled newspapers 
the Nazi headmen are again explaining to 
the people in Germany that they must 
“liberate Europe from the unbearable 
yoke of British might”. Apparently a good 
deal of this repeat straffing is required to 
make an impression, since it is a standing 
theme of the propaganda department. 

That the “destruction of the British 
Empire” is the aim Herr Hitler has in 
view there is every reason to believe. Un- 
less he can accomplish that his career of 
aggression is drawing to a close. And the 


British dominions, Canada in particular, 
offer the largest prizes in sight. On this 
one point at least the Fuehrer and Mr. 
Churchill are in agreement. There will be 
no British Empire left if Herr Hitler can 
win the war and dictate the terms of truce. 

The peculiar feature however is that 
the Fuehrer and his colleagues seem to be 
the only parties in Europe who are galled 
by this ‘unbearable yoke” they talk about. 
The gentlemen at Moscow do a turn on 
the subject occasionally, but they are not 
seriously enough aggrieved to respond 
when Herr Hitler invites them to help him 
throw off the ‘yoke’. Even Italy looks 
the other way when he beckons. The other 
countries, large and small, have no griev- 
ance against the supposed oppressive 
“might” of Britain. Without a single 
exception they are either allied with Bri- 
tain or openly favorable to it as against 
Hitler. 

This the German people know, despite 
the efforts of Goebbels to keep them in 
ignorance of outside opinion. Hence the 
propaganda sheets have to keep telling 
them Britain is a tyrant. They would 
hever suspect it from the friendly attitude 
of their neighboring states toward the 
country their Nazi masters are so anxious 
to destroy. 


It is regrettable that the Central Mort- 
gage Bank, created by legislation passed 
at the last session of parliament, is not to 
start operations for some time. The rea- 
son for the delay has not been given out. 
It arises no doubt out of the changed con- 
ditions introduced by the war. The legis- 
lation is still in force and the corporate 
structure of the bank remains, ready to be 
put to use whenever the suspension order 
is rescinded. That, it is to be hoped, will 
be soon. 
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The Passing Show

The 5i-year-old Finnish novelist who has 
just won this year’s Nobel] prize for literature, 
Frans Remil Sillanpaa, the son of a farmer, will 
likely get about $35,000 in recognition of his 
literary genius. Only two of his novels have 
been translated into English—‘“Meek Heritage” 
and “The Maid Silja’—so his 
name must be strange to most 
readers. For all I know he 
may be a great writer, but if 
he is like most Nobel] winners, he is the author 
of books the world will gladly let die. 

A shy man by the name of Don Marquis died 
poverty-stricken a short time ago, his skill un- 
sung by the selection committee at Stockholm, his 
work actually laughed at by the dreary medio- 
crities who pose as the arbiters of literary taste 
in the world, Yet men as diverse as Christopher 
Morley and Sinclair Lewis have always looked 
up to the immortal Don as being without a peer 
in his own field of letters, and Lewis, himself a 
Nobel prize winner, has been proud to doff his 
hat in salute to the flashing spirit of Marquis. 
By the way, the creation of “Archie” is the least 
important thing Don ever did. 

In fulfilment of the age-old literary law, it 
may be safely asserted that the writers later ages 
will cherish are not the ones who make so much 
noise in their own time, nor those who wear the 
Nobel garland on their brow, but those who held 
hope high in brave hearts and dared to believe 
in dreams before which reality itself fades into 
a spectral phantasy. 

When I read the story of how much money 
a Nobel prize winner receives, I could not but 
think how different the history of literature 
would have been if some of the saints and mar- 
tyrs of the past had been able to receive such 
an award. 


I thought of the most tragic letter Poe ever 
wrote, a letter not of the fancied wrongs of his 
imaginary creatures, nor of the figures that 
trooped from his creative brain, but of his own 
deep anguish and bruised spirit. It is about his 
sick wife and himself, and is written to his 
mother-in-law. There is something sacred about 
such suffering so honorably borne. “Sis (his sick 
wife) has coughed hardly any and had no night 

She is now busy mending my pants, 
I tore against a nail. I went out last night 
ught a skein of silk, a skein of thread, two 
, a pair of slippers, and a tin pan for the

Holland and Finland 


The world will have noted the curious parallel 
between the approaches made by the Nazis to 
Holland and the Russians to Finland. Both want 
to use these countries as bases from which mili- 
tary operations could or would be carried on. It 
will be noted, too, that the threat, in both cases, 
has for the moment died down. This does not 
mean that any real quietus has been put to the 
scheme. It will be revived. 

The Nazis are of course the leaders in these 
enterprises. The Russians continue their role of 
jackal. When trouble is bad enough to make 
their intervention cheap enough, they will snatch 
what they want, just as they waited for the 
Nazis to seize Poland before grabbing off a 
share. Similarly, if and when the Nazis become 
mad enough to smash their unoffending Dutch 
neighbor, those great champions of world peace 
and order, Stalin and Co, will take whatever 
they think it safe to take without any serious 
consequences to themselves. 

The Nazis, however, obviously hesitate before 
taking drastic measures against Holland. On the 
one hand there are the advantages of pushing 
their air and naval bases closer to Great Britain. 
On the other there is the disadvantage of incur- 
ring the enmity of the whole neutral world by an 
attack upon the least offensive and most peace- 
able of all the nations of Western Europe. 


It may be expected that the Nazis meanwhile 
will redouble their efforts to make the neutrals 
fight the effects of the British blockade. When 
Napoleon was at grips with England more than a 
century ago, his Berlin and Milan Decrees set 
up the “Continental System” forbidding all trade 
and intercourse with the British people. That 
counter-blockade was broken by the hold which 
Britain had on the seas, a hold more powerful 
today than it was in the days of the little Corsi- 
ean. The British have much more vital weapons 
to use in their economic warfare than the Nazis 
have at their command; and the very anxiety the 
latter are showing about The Netherlands today 
indicates clearly enough that Hitler's valiant 
boasts of the economic help he is getting from 
Russia are not working out very well—Winnipeg 
Free Press. 


Why Repatriation? 


The most sensational move since the Nazi- 
Communist pact is the forced repatriation of 
Germans from the Baltic states, and the state- 
ment that the Reich contemplated also the re- 
moval of German minorities from the other 
European states. 

On the face of it, it seems incredible that 
Hitler should deliberately and voluntarily take 
the action that will surely destroy the enormous 
economic, social and cultural power this Ger- 
man nucleus has held for generations—even for 
enturies; a power which has made Germany 
strong within the borders of these lands—and 
which was of incalculable advantage to Hitler 
and his plens. 

Therefore, one must conclude that whatever 
surprise Hitler intends to spring upon the world 
has to do with this particular phase of his acti- 
vity. 

Superficially, it looks like an act of despera- 
tion in a scheme to secure the vital exchange 
with which to buy necessary raw materials and 
foodstuffs, 

The other probability would be the evolution 
of Germany into an independent communist 
state, and to that end she is concentrating her 
people and her resources. Startling as this may 
seem, no man can say that it is not a possibility 
since it is becoming more and more evident that 
we are not witnessing a war of ideology, but a 
war of economics. Hitler faced with the pos- 
sibility of a long war and a Germany destroyed, 
would prefer to ally himself politically with 
Stalin if this meant peace and the opportunity 
to develop the vast resources of Russia with the 
resulting benefits to the Reich which “must ex- 
port or die.” 

In his repatriation plan Hitler has taken an 
irrevocable step which has brought catastrophe 
and tragedy to the proudest members of the Ger- 
man race. Already Hitler’s dea] with Stalin has 
alienated Germans everywhere; for more than 
any other people the Germans have been opposed 
to communism because of their strong property 
instincts and sense of order. By bringing com- 
munism therefore into Europe Hitler has be- 
trayed their trust and created a revulsion of 
feeling among the strongly entrenched Germans 
now crushed and defeated. From this time on 
these minorities, which in every country form 
the nucleus of a strong Nazi party, will be easily 
stripped of their power by the various govern- 
ments who have already lost their fear of Hitler.

Separate cases of this disease may 
occur independently, or the dis- 
order may occur in epidemic form. 
An epidemic of Influenza is mark- 
ed by the quickness with which it 
spreads. 

The rapid spreading is due to 
two factors: first, Influenza has a 
very short incubation period—less 
than 48 hours, This means it does} 
not take long for the disease to de-}| 
velop. You might compare it to a 
firecracker with a short fuse, 

The second cause is that the aver- | 
age patient coming down with in-| 
fluenza tries to keep on working, 
thereby mixing with others, and ex- 
posing them to it 

Influenza is an acute, contagious, 
and infectious disease usually caus-| 
ing inflammation of the mucous! 
membrane of the breathing pas-| 
sages. The old fashioned name for it | 
is Grippe. At the start, it is often 
confused with the ordinary cold 

The patient may ascribe the onset | 
of the disorder to exposure to cold} 
or dampness. While the disease is/ 
most common during the winter, I 
believe that the lowered resistance} 
of the winter season predisposes 
people to Influenza, and that this| 
lowered resistance is more import-| 


ant than chilling. 


An attack of Influenza may start 
with abrupt suddenness, with the] 
patient noticing all of a sudden that 
he has become extremely weak. The 
feeling of weakness is most pro- 
nounced in the legs and the patient 


may feel that he is unable to stand 
up, At the beginning, there may be 
a chill, followed by fever. 

There may be pains through the 
muscles and bones and the patient 
may say that his very bones ache, 
During the first stage, there is fre- 
quently a headache and the eyeballs 
may be painful. A dry cough ap- 
pears which develops into a hawke 
ing cough. 

The patient with a mild. uncomp- 
licated case of Influenza has an 
excellent chance to recover and will 
remain sick for only a few days. In 
the more severe cases, the fever will 
be higher, the soreness which fol- 
lows the spasmodic coughing will 
be more noticeable, and the patient 
has more of a tendency toward a 
drenching perspiration when the 
fever breaks, 

The severe case is likely to cause 
the patient to feel weak for some 
time after he has recovered, and he 
may not regain his normal strength 
for as long as three or four weeks.

VANCOUVER, Nov. 18--S. G, 
Blaylock, president and general 
manager of the Consolidated Min- 
ing and Smelting Company, told a 
convention of mining men here 
last night “I don't believe any na- 
tion has ever prepared so well and 
so completely” for war as the 
British Empire. 
| In the last war, he said in an ad- 


dress to the’ British Columbia 
branch of the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy, the Allies 
were forced to buy metals from 
other countries, largely from the 
United States.
